Morganza Levee Said 
to Have Gone Ont. 


Lowlands of Louisiana Will Be 


Submerged, 


PROBABLE LOss BY THE FLOOD PLACED 
AT OVER $8,000,000.

Thirteen Parishes Will Suffer—All the 
Best Sugar Lands of the South Oov- 

ered With Water—Every Northern 
River’s Bank Full and Rising—Lives 
Sacrificed to the Angry Waters—Flood 
News. 


New ORLEANS, May 10.—The news of the 
Dreaking of the Morganza levee, which 
‘vyeached here late last night, caused consid- 
erable excitement, This is the most im- 
portant levee of the Mississippi River, and, 
in fact, is the largest inthe world. It is the 

levee tothe whole State, It is situated 

Pointe Coupe, in the very center of 
Louisiana. Its break is an awful calamity, 
for its situation is such that itis utterly im- 
possible to close any breach. 

The river is tremendously high at present, 
and for the past week grave fears have been 

ad in all directions. Constant 
watch, night and day, has been kept on the 
weakest levees. The Morganza was the 
strongest of them all. The river sweeps 
@gainst it, around a bend, witn terrific 
force. With the break, the tremendous 


volume of water, which it is impossible to 
will pour into the country from the 
The damage will be enor- 


nine millions of dollars. The Teche country, 

-the best sugar lands in the South, will be 
utterly Gestroyed. Thirteen parishes wiil 
suffer and there can be no crops this year. 
No particulars have yet been received. 
Great fears are entertained for the towns 
and villages in the line of the flood, 

The 2th of April Col, T. G. Spears, presi- 
dent of the Atchafalaya levee district, in an 
interview concerning the Morganza levee 
said: 3 

**It is now the grandest work of its kind ever 
constructed on this continent. With a base 
of 220 feet, ten feet more than an acre in 
width, it gradually slopes uptoa height of 
thirty-one feet and has a ten-foot crown. 
Safety is simply a question of dirt and plenty 
of it, and the Morganza pile is ample for any 
emergency. It is weil settled and sodded, 
and of course must be improving in 
these respects allthe time. Wherethe water 
line strikes it, the levee has a thickness of 
100 feet of scliad earth. Allthe Pointe Uoupe 
levees have yet eight feet or more of margin 


for a rise.’’ 

If a break has occurred at Morganza, it 
will entail untold loss on a large section of 
country, and cover the Texas & Pacific for 
inany miles. 

Up to noon there had been no confirmation 
of the rumored break in Morganza levee. 
Nothing has been received at the State Engti- 
meer’s Office. The Texas and Pacific Railroad 
Oompany has received a number of messages 
this morning from points along their road, 
all saying thet nothing is known of the re- 

rted crevasse. Assistant State Engineer 

. B. Thompson does not believe that 
Morganza levee has broken. He says: 

**)nat levee isthe best on the Mississippi! 

Itis not only the highestand widest, 
but isthe most carefully and substantially 
Duilt.1t bas a ten-foot crown, a height 
fanging from twelve to twenty-five feet and 
a slope of four times the height.

LIFE AND PROPERTY LOST. 

TOLEDO, O., May 10.—The Maumee River 
has been higher for the last week than it has 
been since the big flood of 1888. The heavy 
rains have swelled its tributaries. The 
farmers along the river have suffered much 
by the washing away of live stock and fenc- 
ing and the overflow of the farms. Dan 
sanetyes a farmer livinga few miles north- 
west of Deflance, was drowned in the Tiffin 
River last night. He was driving home 
from Evansport when histeam went over 
anembankment. The greatest loss to prop- 
erty was sustained by D. F. Holsten & Son 
of Defiance, who lost several large rafts of 
hard wood timber. One raft in passing this 
city torea part of an old bridge away and then 
ran intoa fleet of pleasure yachts anchored 
in the river, sinking one. ‘The loss to prop- 
erty all along the river will amount to $50,000. 


FAMILIES LOSE EVERYTHING. 
PEKIN, lll., May 10.—The wagon bridge Is 
closed, the water being over the stone pier of 
the draw, and it is considered unsafe. 


Twenty families have lost everything, their 
farms ruined and nota bullding on its founda- 
tions. The family of George Nichols, reported 
missing, has been found. 


SOUTHWESTERN IOWA FLOODED. 
CRESTON, I0., May 10.—Again Southwest 
Iowa is flooded and washouts reported on all 
railroads. Rain has been falling in torrents. 
All creeks and rivers are out of their banks, 


and bottom lands are under from one to ten 
feet of water. All seed now in ground is 
rotted, 


AT ST. LOUIS. 
BANK FULL 
STAND. 
The Mississippi River isstill booming and 
from all indications the crest has not yet 
been reached and the probabilities are that 
it will not be in the next twelve hours. The 
rain-storms which were central yesterday 
in Northwest Missour!l are now central in 
Northern Illinois with indications for an east- 
ward movement to-day. This has caused floods 


cops ey the entire central valleys. In 
rear of the storm there is approaching acrest 
of higher pressure which now extends south- 
ward along the Eastern slope ofthe Rockies, 
and by to-morrow the worst is expected. 
The river to-day at this point has reached the 
28.5-foot stage, the highest stage since 1858, 
when 29.3 was reached. The Missouri River 
is rising very rapidly, andthe prospects are 
that the Mississippi will presenta very ugly 
appearance before morning. 

The Mississipp! River presents a picturesque 
spectacle onits turbulent and tossing flow to 
the Gulf. It looks like an inland sea. It has 
been creeping up the high banks fora week 
and to-day it touched a higher int than 
any time since 1888. But its strides upthe 
levee are slowing to-day and the outlook is 
less ominous than it was a few days ago. The 
threatened danger is belleved to be past. 
The prediction- ofthe Signal Service thata 
twenty-elvht foot stage of water would reach 
St. Louis to-day has been realized. A survey 
of the conditions on the upper Missouri, Iili- 
nois and Mississippi do not indicate that the 
flood willreach the danger line—thirty-two 
feet. The chances are that it will 
not gO more than a foot 
higher. The Illinois flood will 
have no further effect upon local conditions, 
and a further rise here will have to be fed en- 
tirely by water from the Missouri River. 
With the river here nearly two-thirds of a 
mile across in several places, an eight-mile 
an hour current and a twenty-eight foot 
height an immense volume of water will be 
required to expand it here. A_ fine 
footrise at Kansas City would not make a 
swell here ofa foot on the present body of 
water. As the Mississippi from Davenport to 
Hannibal is falling the fears ofa fiood here 
may be banished. The central levee can 
stand a rise of several feet, but at its present 
Stage is causing some inconvenience to 
the movement of freight. North and 
South the wharves are safe, but along the 
lumber landingsin North St. Louis the work 
of handling rafted lumber has been suspend- 
ed until there is a decline in the water. The 
velocity of the current Is nearly as great as 
that of a Broadway cable car under full 
speed. The magnitude of the freshet 
on the upper rivers is told in 
more ways thanone. The rafts of arift wood 
tellsome of the story. The bosom of the 
great stream is laden with trees, debris of 
wrecked farm homes, dead animals, etc., 
which are swept swiftly along by the mad 
waters. A portion of the vast drift plies are 
caught under the barges and steamers along 
the wharves and struggling for mastery 
with the angry river are tossed with violence 
against the shipping and threaten to wrest it 
from its moorings. Double precaution has 
peen taken by the river men not to encounter 
any unexpected and disastrous consequences 
froma break-up by the fiood. All of the 
barges here had their usual ltastenings 
strengthened. 

The rising of the river has caused consider- 
able damage to property along the river 
front from the Arsenal south to Jefferson 
Barracks. Ina number of places squatters 
have been obliged to give up their homes and 
seek shelter on higher ground. 

Ina number of instances tentsare being 
used in preference to the old boat houses. 
Near the City Work-house quarry a number 
of rouses belonging to the squatters are 
under water. At the United States Engineer 
Department east of the Arsenal the water 
is up to the rock wall and a number 
of tool houses are under water. The 
arsenal island is now an island in reality 
and the short cut is now being used by 
small craft for navigation in preference to 
the bold river. All along the river front in 
Carondelet the squatters are becoming 
anxious. The outlook Is serious. 

The River des Peresis over its ovanks and 
flooding the surrounding country. Happy 
Hollow is now a large poolof water and the 
residents of that place are fearing that they 
will be obliged to evacuate and move 
to some other point. In Kast Carondelet the 
bottoms are all under waterand there is 
aqanger that the backwater will slowly creep 
up to the little village.

Blaine Will Not Head the Republican 
Ticket. 


POSTMASTER MANLEY 8PEAKS AS WITH 
AUTHORITY. 


Meeting of Chicago Blaine Men To-Day— 
They Say He Is Not Seeking the Nom- 
ination, But It Is Seeking Him—A Colo- 
rado Man’s Queer Views on Silver— 
Politics. fs 


NEw YoOrK, May 10..—Postmaster Manley of 
Augusta, Me., one of Secretary Blaine’s most 
faithful followers, has been in Washington 
for several days and has held a number of 
consultations with Mr. Blaine. Before leav- 
ing for home Mr. Manley, according .to a 
Washington correspondent, said: 

‘*There is nothing in this new talk_about 
Mr. Blaine’s candidacy. When he wrote his 
letter of last February to Clarkson, in which 
he stated that his name would not go before 
the convention for nomination, he me ant it. 
He has not changed his mind sincethen. He 
says frankly tothose who speak to him on 
the subject that he feels better than he has 
for a long time, and he knows of no reason 
why he should not live for years, but he is 
conscious that he could not endure a great 
and unusual strain. He does not intend to 
place himself in a position where such a 
strainicould not be avoided.’’ . 

CHICAGO BLAINE MEN, 

CHICAGO, Ill., May 10.—An importa nt meet- 
ing of the Blaine Club in this city is called for 
to-day. Inthecircular calling the meeting 
the secretary, H. G. Tweed, says: 

‘*‘An important meeting of the Chicago 
Blaine Club will be held next Tuesday, May 
10, atthe Sherman House club rooms. Itis 
now almost certain that Mr, Harrison will 
not be renominated. Whenevera State or 
distriet convention has indorsed his admints- 
tration his friends have claimed the dele- 
gates from the State. But it isa fact that 
less than 200 delezates have been instructed 
for Harrison and many of these will not con- 
sider their instructions as binding after one 
ortwo ballots. The’°600 uninstructed dele- 
gates are mostly from Reputlican and doubt- 
ful States and anti-Harrison. This being the 
situation, all eyes are turning toward Mr. 
Blaine. He is not seeking the nomi- 
nation but itis seeking him. There are good 
reasons for believing he would consider it his 
duty to acceptif the nomination came un- 
sought and unsolicited. The ‘Blaine boom’ 
has spread alloverthe country. This club 
will De one of the conspicuous organizations 
at Minneapolis and willhave an important 
work to perform, asa center around which 
the Blaine sentiment will rally and will exert 
an influence onthe convention similar to 
what it didin 1888. Thisisa great oppor- 
tunity and tt lsour duty to seize it with credit 
to ourselves and benfitto the cause we have 
at heart. The Cincinnati Blaine Club will 
arrive here onthe morning of June6é and 
join us for Minneapolis.’’

HE PROPOSES BRIBING ENGLAND INTO COINING 
SILVER. 

CnricaGo, Ill., May 10.—State Senator Gilder 
of Colorado is in the city. In giving expres- 
sion to his views on the silver question he 
said: 

**It may surprise one if I say that if my sig- 
nature would make the silver bill a law to- 
morrew I don’t think I would sign it. Why? 


Because the effect of increasing our coinage 
to the proposed extent would simply put gold 
ata premium. No, the price will not remain 
where itis. Ithink it will rise gradually to 
about 94 cents, and if the proper steps are 
taken too it will go permanently to about 110. 
My planisthis: Letus offer to England to 
reauce our tariffon some article which will 
standa reduction without hurting our in- 
dustries; for instance, steel rails, woolen 
fabrics and tin plate, if she will in return 
guarantee to coin $25,000,000 a year in silver 
and putitin circulation. That would take 
the price of silverup without debasing our 
money and we in the West havea right toask 
this much ofthe East. Thiscannot be done 
until we have the reduction to offer and 
therefore can only be done by the Republil- 
cans as the Democrats are committed to free 
trade.’’

FIRES. 


Valuable Pine Foreste Burned in France— 
Other Losses. 


BORDEAUX, France, May 10.—Great excite- 
ment was occasioned: here by a fire that was 
raging ina pine forest near the city. The 
powder magazine, in which was stored a 
large quantity of explosives, was in close 
proximity to the forest, andit was feared 


that the intense heat of the burning trees or 
the sparks that were biown hither and 
thither by the wind would cause an explosion, 
the effects of which would have been disas- 
trous. The townspeople turned outin force 
to assist the firemen and their experience in 
fighting previous forest fires In the vicinity of 
Bordeaux stood themin good stead. back 
fires were started and this prevented the 
prevented the fames from.reaching too close 
to the magazine, and finally the fire burned 
itself out. Five hundred acres of valuable 
timber land was burned over. 


COUNTING THE LOSSES.

COTTON, CORN AND WHEAT. 


Reports of Condition in Twenty-two 
States. 


New YorK, May 10.—A morning paper pre- 
sents special dispatches fromits correspon- 
dents in twenty-two States inthe Union giv- 
ing acarefuland conservative summary of 
the acreage, condition, prospects and proba. 
ble yield of cotton, corn and wheat. These 
States are'the leading ones engaged in the 
growingof the articles named. Of course 


these conditions and the prospects may 
change asthe season advances, but the dis- 
patches represent thecrops asthey appear 
to-day, and show the causes that have 
brought about the present situation. It is 
not a cheering prospect. 

The significant fact about the cotton cro 
is the decrease in acreage. That there is 
such a decrease is reasonably certain, though 
opinions differ asto how greatitis. Esti- 
mates run from 10 to 15 per cent less in Louls- 
jana to 30 to 35 per cent lessin Virginia. The 
low price last year left everybody poor. The 
poeaiers had no money with which to buy 

ertilizers and supplies, and the merchants 
and cotton factors were unable to make the 
usual advances. Drought has seriously af- 
fected the cropin some States, in others it is 
reported tobe inexcellent condition. The 
total yield will be less than last year. — 

Corn has suffered from the late spring in 
the great corn-growing States, but more 
particularly from heavy rains. In some 
States the plowing is not half done, while in 
others it has not even been wy In Ne- 
braska it will be a week before the plow can 
be put into the sod,even if it should stop 
raining. Still, if good weather should come 
at once there will be an average acreage and 
yield. In some States the acreage will be 
arget than last year. 

Ofthe great wheat-growing States South 
Dakota ts the only one that promises a large 
crop, the acreage in that State is 40 per cent 
larger than last year, and it is estimated that 
the yield per acre will be 3 per cent greater. 
Minnesota—Only one-third or the wheat bas 
been sown, and though the acreage is 10 per 
cent larger than last yearthe weeks of cold 
rain have made the prospects of the harvest 
far from flattering. Similar conditions have 

revailed in Wisconsin in a less de

The storm which was central yesterday in 
Northwest Missouri is now central in North- 
ern Iliinols, with indications favorable for 
a more rapid movement eastward to-day. 

This has caused rains throughout the entire cen- 
tral valleys, the heaviest being in the Ohio Val- 
ley, where from half an inch to one inch of rain has 
falien. In rear of the storm there is approaching a 
crest of higher pressure, which now extends south- 
ward slong the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains This is accompanied bv clearing weather. 
Cloudiess skies now cover Texas, Oklahoma and 
Western Kansas, and will reach the Mississippi River 
by Wednesday morning. Conditions are favorable 
for clearing weather in all sections west of the Mis- 
sissippi to-day, and thence eastward as the storm 
progresses. The river at St. Louts has reached the 
28 foot 3-inch stage, the hichest stage.since 1885, 
when 29 feet 3 inches was reached. The Mississippi 
ie falling at Quincy, and has reached the crest at 
Louisiana. The Missouri has risen four-tenths at 
Kaneas ity and six-tenths at Hermann.

) had carried New York in 1884 and could do 


itagain. The suggestion thatany Demo- 
cratexcept CLEVELAND could carry New 
York at that time was flouted as ‘‘an iri- 
descent dream.’’ And, although he lost 
New York that year by a small plurality, 
while Hitt was re-elected Governor, the 
belief that the party could not elect a 
President without New York’s electoral 
vote and that CLEVELAND washer ‘‘favor- 
ite son’’ continued for three years longer 
to control Democratic opinion, 

That the Democrats of New York would 
in 1892 hold a regular State Convention and 
instruct their delegation to vote asa unit 
against CLEVELAND and for HILL or any- 
body else on the ground that CLEVELAND 
could not carry his own State, was not 
supposed to be possible. 

When the Democrats of New York in 
February did the very thing they were not 
expected to do, and announced toall the 
world that CLEVELAND was weaker than 
his party in his own State and the weakest 
man in it so far as carrying New York was 
concerned, the principal ground on which 
the claims of Mr, CLEVELAND on the party 
nomination this year had rested so long 
was destroyed. For this reason the 

urier-Journal has joined the Cincinnati 
Ei’quirer and the New York Sunin declar- 
ing that the nomination of Cleveland 
would be ‘‘the surrender of the election in 
advance;’’ that his nomination would cer- 
tainly give New York to the Republicans; 
that he would make a poorer race now than 
he made in 1888, and that his silver views 
and record would prevent his making 
gains in the West to compensate for his 
assured losses in the East. 

Yet, strange to say, the masses of Demo- 
crats throughout the country, with the 
ground on which they stood so long for 
CLEVELAND knocked completely from 
under them, still cling to CLEVELAND and 
to the idea that he isthe strongest man 
they can nominate. And the reason they 
do so is obvious. 

His opponents, after their Hill fiasco, do 
not dare to designate another Democrat as 
stronger, and their failure is interpreted 
as a confession that they cannot name one, 
As for carrying New York, the Democratic 
masses have about concluded that any man 
more acceptable to the West and South 
than CLEVELAND is would probably be 
beaten by the silver question in the East, 
and that if New York cannot be depended 
upon to vote for herown ex-Governor and 
ex-President, they might as well. begin 
now to make nominations without refer- 
ence to New York. 

They believe thatthey can win by going 
to the country on acomparison of CLEVE- 
LAND’s administration and tariff policy 
with HARRISON’sS; that Republican an- 
tagonism to HARRISON in New York is 
fully as strong as Democratic antagonism 
to CLEVELAND. if they havea stronger 
man than the latter, no State but New 
York has ventured to point out the man, 
and the reception of New York’s venture 
was so discouraging that all the opponents 
of CLEVELAND cannot among them muster 
up enough courage to name any man asa 
candidate against CLEVELAND for the 
Democratic nomination.

He Was Taken Into Filley’s Camp and 
Done For. 


REPUBLICAN CANDIDATES CHOOSE FOER- 
STEL TO MANAGE THEIR CAMPAIGN, 


The Reasons for the Two Oaucuses Held in 
the Library of the Chestnut Street 
Boss—One Vote Against Filley’s Slate 
—Representative Martin’s Absence— 
Local Politics. 


The crack of Chauncey I. Filley’s whip 
about the ears of the new lot of Republican 
Central Committeemen is a disagreeable 
sound to severalofthem. The first stroke of 
the lash has left ared mark of indignity on 
the cheek of Ed Pocock, the harmony candi- 
date for Chairman of the Committee, and it 
smarts, though he isn’s saying much about 
it. Mr. Pocockis acity employe in the of- 
fice of Comptroller John D. Stevenson. He 
is a young and active Republican 
and has got the Twenty -second 
Ward pretty well organized. By 
common consent of the committeemen he 
was tobe the chairman of the committee. 
Mr. Pocock understood that himself, and said 
much to his confidential friends about the 
smooth way the party machine would move 
when young muscle and sinew got behind it, 

DID NOT UNDERSTAND FILLEY, 

But he plainly didn’t understand the old 
political foxes of Chauncey I. Filley’s inner 
circle. Some of the boss’ shrewd agents 
were sent to sound Mr. Pocock, and 
they reported that he was quite 
bum ptious, John McFall said he 
was **rather fresh’’ for a young man who as- 

lredto run a mayoralty campaign inst. 

uls. He was asked by some of Mr. Filley’s 
emissaries what he thought of Mr. Filley,and 
he replied that he considered the boss a very 
good onganser. but not at all the kind ofa 
manto iead the party to victory forever. 
This patronizing remark was reported to the 
veteran boss and he chuckled. Nevertheless 
he concluded that it would not be safe to 
trustan important city compaign into Mr. 
Pocock’s hands, forbearing though he 
wanted to be with the young man’s ideas. 

THE INNER CAUCUS, 

So, at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon, Chest- 
nut street, alongside of Mr, Filley’s house, at 
No. 2700, was occupied by buggies that be- 
longed to Mr. Filley’s most intimate friends. 
The owners of the bugetes were in Mr. 
Filley’s library, holdinga little consultation. 
Ex-Sheriff John Henry Pohiman was there, 
so was City Register Joseph A. Wherry; 
and there were besides City Treasurer M. J. 
Foerstel, City Collector Henry Ziegenhein, 
Recorder of Deeds William OC, 
Louls Wagnor, of the Ninth Ward, 
and ©. H.F. Rohlfing,who represen js Charley 
Schweickhardt. Those gentlemen all thor- 
oughly understand each other. Allof them 
knew that the Collector wanted to be Mayor; 
that the Treasurer wanted to be Collector; 
that Hobbs and Wherry wanted to hold on to 
the office they have; that Pohlman wanted to 
be City Marshal and that Rohlfiing and 
Wagner were anxious only tobeon the in- 
side ofallthe deals. Little was said directly 
about the dey campaign, but the 
Committee to handle it was arranged. Mr. 
Filley had already made up his mind, and 
the others readily assented to his propo- 
sition. 

MANAGERS OF THE SPRING CAMPAIGN. 

They contended that the reorganization of 
the committee should be: 

Chairman—City Treasurer M. J. Foerstel. 

Vice-Chairman—Theodore Kalbfeldt of the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. 

Treasurer—Louis Wagner. 

Secretary—C. H. F. Rohlfing. 

This being settled the caucus dissolved, and 
the buggies out in front disappeared. Three 
hours later at 8 o’clock there was another 
caucus in the same room, but only two or 
three of those atthe second caucus knew of 
the first. The second caucus was composed 
of the members of the Central Committee 
whoare friendlyto Mr. Filley. They came 
under thelmpression that the caucus was 
for the purpose of talking over 
the several candidates for the committee 
places and choosing the officers. Twenty 
committeemen were present. Thé eight ab- 
sentees were Charles Etling of the Sixth, G. 
H. Bierman of the Fourth, Fred Hoffmeister 
ofthe Thirteenth, John F. Tanbold ofthe 
Twenty-first, Thomas O. Martin of the 
Twenty-third, A. H. Fredericks of the 
Twenty-fifth, W. H. Clarkson of the Nine- 
teenth and A, G. Robyn of the Twenty- 
eighth. 

MR. POCOCK’S PROTEST. 

Mr. Virley gave thetwenty seats in his lli- 
brary, around his big table covered with 
records, and thentold them without many 
words what he wanted them tu do. It was 
essential, he said, to Republican success in 
the fallandin the spring that the campaign 
between now and then should bein exper- 
fenced hands, and he therefore, to begin 
with, proposed his old (friend Michael! 
J. Foerstel for Chairman. Then 
the wards were called, When 
they got to the Twenty-second, Treasurer 
Foerstel had enough votes to make him the 
choice of the caucus, as nobody had paired 
offon Mr. Filley, Dut Mr. Pocock had the 
courage to make a feeble protest. He got 
up bravely. 

**1’m going to vote for Mr. Foerstel,’’ said 
he, ‘*‘but Idon’t think it’s right. He’s got 
too much now,and he ought to let some 
other man have a show atthe plums. 

Then he gaveadlist ofthe goods Mr. Foer- 
stel had already gotout of the Republican 
grab-bag. He was the City Treasurer, Chair- 
man of the Twelfth District Committee 
an Alternate to Minneapolis and 
Aa candidate for Mayor. That 
was enough for any man. 

Mr. Pocock’s speech was received in dead 
silence. Mr. Filley then nominated the rest 
of the ticket that had been agreed on, 
and it went through withouta dissenting 
vote. 

WITY MARTIN WAS ABSENT. 

The caucus was described to the Post-Dis- 
PATCH by one of the men in it who saw no 
special] necessity for making its proceedings 
asecret. Mr. Pocock was asked to-day about 
it and would not talk. . 

**Were you not in the caucus?’’ he was 
asked. 

‘*‘l wentup to call on Mr. Filley, yester- 
day,’ he said, evasively, **but there was 
little said about politics.’’ 

**Didn’t you make a speech objecting to the 
Selection of Mr. Foerstei for chairman?’’ 

**Who told you that?’’ asked Mr, Pocock. 

**Well, did you?’’ 

**I’m not at Mberty to discuss committee 
matters,’’ 

**Did you know thata caucus with Foerstel 
in it, chose that slate at5 o’clock that after- 
noon?’’ 

‘*No,’’ said Mr. Pocock eagerly. ‘‘Is that 
so? Are you sure?’’ 

He was told what had happened in the 
first caucus, and turned away saying, ‘'I 
guess lunderstand something now, I wasn’t 
in it, was 1?’’ 

Mr. Filey was asked about the caucus 
later. ‘‘Why there are & good many caucuses 
being held around here now,’’ said he de- 
fiantly. ‘*‘We’ve gota right to hold them, I 
EPEC, 

‘*Why wasn’t Tom Martin there?’’ 

‘*‘He wasn’t there because he wasn’t in- 
vited, Isuppose,’’ said Mr. Filley. ‘*That’s 
a@ good reason, ain’t it?’’ 

MR. FILLEY’S PLANS. 

Chairman Filley has called a meeting of the 
State Sub-Committee for this afternoon, 
The meeting will be held inthe hall over 
Charley Schweickhardt’s saloon, It will call 
together the New City Central Committee, 
which will probably meet to-morrow after- 
noon,

The Westminster Confession. 
To the Editor of the Post- Diapatch: 

I read with much | the views of Rev. 
Dr. Niccolls ming the revision of the 


Westminster Con on as given to your re- 
porter and publ “in last Sunday’s issue. 
As what may be termed, without disrespect, 
the objectionable features of the confession 
are no longer preached by any intelligent 


clergyman to any intelligent congregation, it 
is certainly time they were eliminated there- 
rom, Butsuch action, however needful, is 
both difficult and dangerous; difficult be. 
cause the conservative element in 
the church are naturally opposed to 
any modification, much less removal, 
of the old landmarks of their 
faith; dangerous, for the reason indicated 
in the 17th verse of the 9th chap.tof Matthew. 
I very much fearthatifthe ‘‘new wine’’ of 
modern thought is poured into the ‘‘old 
bottles’’ of Seventeenth Century theology, 
the wine may be lost and the bottles de- 
stroyed. 

Meanwhile the familiar words and phrases 
employed by Dr. Niccolls take me back to the 
days of long-ago childhood, when they were 
heard from every Calvinistic pulpit and ac- 
cepted by every Calvanistic Christian as an 
indispensable part of ‘*the plan of 
salvation,’’ The words and phrases 
remain just where andas they were placed 
by the learned and pious divines of West- 
minstertwo hundred and forty-four years 
ago; but the ideas they represent are as obso- 
leteasthe garments which the good men 
wore. How much trouble and worse. than 
trouble, might have been avoided, if these 
good men had given due weight to the wise 
admonition of Oliver Cromwell: ‘‘I beseech 
you, brethren, in the bowels of 
the Lora, to consider it possible 
that you may be mistaken.’* Who would 
believe, if it were notso set down, that in 
the last decade of the nineteenth century 
such a passage as this could be found in any 
Christian confession of faith: ‘‘Elect infants 
dying in infancy are regenerated and saved 
by Christ through the Spirit, who worketh 
when and where and how he pleaseth.’’ 
What, then, becomes of the non-elect infants? 
How many mothers’ hearts have been wrung 
by this cruel question. Yet in the same 
book from which the Westminster 
divines drew their authority for the implied 
damnation.of non-elect infants, we read: 
**But Jesus said, Suffer little children, and 
forbid them not,to come unto me; for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven.’’ Wedonot 
reaqa that Jesus inguired whether these chil- 
dren had been ‘‘converted,’’ or ‘‘con- 
firmed,’’ or even whether they had been 
‘*baptized,’’ nor did he say anything about 
their ‘‘election and foreordination and pre- 
destination’’ to *‘the kingdom of heaven.’’ 

The simple fact of the matter is that those 

rtions of the Westminster confession which 

r. Niccolls and his colleagues of the Revision 
Committee are trying to ‘‘bring into har- 
mony with modern thought,’’ were drawn 
from the teachings of Paul, and not from the 
teachings of Jesus, Surely the Christianity 
of Christ oughtto be good enough for any 
Christians, and it is to be hoped that the re- 
visers have revised the Pauline creed accord- 
ingly. Ae B.

The Big Mound. 


Jo the Fditor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In the PostT- DisPpatcu of a recent date there 
appeared an article by a Farmington (Mo.) 
writer in regardtothe big mound. Accord- 
ing to my recollections there were no groups 
of mounds. The big mound ran from Mouna 
street north about 800 feet. There was a sec- 
ond mound tothe east ofthe big mound and 


about one-third as high asthe big mound. 
This small mound adjoined the big moundand 
ran east at least 100 feet. Thetop was level, 
and on top the big mound wasa cottage 
where they served refreshments, etc., but no 
reservoir to supply the city with water. The 
reservoir was down opposite the shot tower 
on Broadway. The water-works or pumping- 
house was at the river, east of the shot 
tower. Mr. Hall was the engineer for 
many years. He lived inthe second story of 
the pumping-house. He umped twelve 
hoursaday. If there was a big fire he would 
raise steam and start the pump. At the big 
fire in 1849, we ran out of water by 6 o’clock in 
the morning. The fire started at 9o’clock in 
the evening. I was then a member ofthe 
Volunteer Fire Company, Mound No.9g. I 
was a member of that company for eight 
years, and was the first originator of that 
company in 1844.

FINAL DISPOSITION OF THE WEST END 
HOTEL DEAL CASE. 


The Property Out of Which the Action 
Grew Is the Site Selected for the 
Proposed Boulevard Park — Suit of 
Antoine de Hatre Against His Two 
Sons—Court News, 


The suit of B. A, Melton against Oapt. D. 
P. Slattery for $1,900, the trial of which began 
before Judge Valliant last Friday, has been 
decided in favor of Capt. Slattery. The 
sult grew out of a deal to build 
a hotel on a piece of 
property belonging to Capt. Slattery at Lin- 
dell and Vandeventer avenues, According to 
the pleadings Slattery transferred the prop- 
erty to J. V. S&S. Barret for $25,000,taking notes 
secured by a deed of trust on the property in 
payment. Barret transfered the property to 
Melton. A dealtosell the property for $35,- 
000 to J. B. Legg, who was to build the hotel, 
fell through and suit was brought against 

Slattery on a contract with Melton 
whereby he was to give Melton 
$1,900 to transfer the property back to 
him in order that he might transfer it to 
Legg. Slattery and Barret were to share the 
$10,000 profit of the sale of the property to 
Legg, and the $1,900 was part of the profit, it 
being agreed, it was stated, that Slattery 
should receive the $35,000 in bonds in the 
hotel and settle with Barret. The case 
was decided late yesterday afternoon, Judge 
Valliant instructiug the jury to find for the 
defendant. It is now proposed to make a 
public park out of the property referred to 
in the suit on which the hotel was to hav 
been built. 


Court of Appsals Opinions. 

The Court of Appeals met to-day and handa- 
ed down thirteen opinions. The case of 
Antoine De Hartre against Oharles 
De Hartre and others from st. 
Loults County discloses quite a 
family story. The history of the case, as set 
forth inthe opinion of the Appelate Court, 
shows that the plaintiffin the case is nearly 
80 years old, and brought a replev- 
in suit against his two sons, 
Charles and Thomas De Hatre, to ob- 
tain possession of 800 bushels of wheat. 
The sons gave a delivery bond to retain 
possession of the wheat for the purpose of 
selling it, with their mother Martha Ann De- 
Hatre as one of the sureties. 

The evidence, the opinion states, showed 
that the plaintiff had let his farms run down 
until they did not afford ai lhving 
for the family. The property, it 
was stated, was in dept and 
thatone of the farms was likely to go to 
sale. Atthis point the son Charles, who was 
working for himself, was sent for, and an ar- 
rangement'iwas.entered into, it .was shown, 
whereby the son should take charge of the 
farms, inthe employ of his mother, and run 
them, receiving $20 a month for his services. 
Later his brother Thomas was hired. The 
boys ran the farms for four years, 
i888, 1889, 1890 and 1891, and it was 
shown with much success. The farms were 
improved, the opinion states, many of the 
devts were paid off, and a general air of 

rosperity pervaded the place. One of the 
arms had been sold undera deed of trust, 
and bought in forthe mother. The father, it 
was shown, the opinion states, did nothing 
but a few chores for his wife and a good deal 
of grumbling. Finally he attempted to get 
possession of the wheat crop, but the 
case was decided against him in St, 
Louis County and the Court of 
Appeals affirms the decision.

MRS. STORTHZ’S STATEMENT.
